Washburn declared that "this is 


not a matter of income' tax — the 


^•income tax law is merely the in- 


stilment by which the federal 
government is seeking to censor 
and fine a newspaper editor." 


Washburn, editor and publisher 


of the Hope Star, sponsored n 
petition to refer to popular vote 
a 1955 legislative act exempting 
feed for livestock and poultry from 
the slate sales tax. 


He claimed as a deduction from 


his personal income tax $6,024.98 
for expenses incurred in conncc- 
VJTi with preparation and circula- 
tion of the petition. 


The Internal Revenue Service 


disallowed the claim and so, on 
March 11, did the federal Tax 
Court. 


Washburn said he will file an 


appeal from the tax Court ruling 
with the 8th U. .S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals at St. Louis. 


"I didn't receive that $6,000—1 


sjpnt it," Washburn-said. 
' He said the people who reccivec 
the money paid income tax on 1 
or were liable for the tax; under 
the law. 


The exemption didn't reach a 


popular vote. The Arkansas Su 
premc Court ruled that the ballot 
title for the referral measure 
hadn't been approved by the at 
torney general as; required by law 
The court held that, as a result, 
tjjp matter couldn't appear on tha 
ballot.
